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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. The amendments to Claims 5, 7-8, 10-13, 15 in the 'Preliminary Amendment 5 dated 
9/25/03 are acknowledged and accepted. 

2. The amendments to the abstract and specification of the disclosure in the 'Amendment 
before First Office Action' dated 9/25/03 are acknowledged and accepted. In particular, 
the substitute specification filed 9/25/03 has been entered since is conforms to 37 CFR 
1.125(b) and (c). 

3. The amendments to Claims 1-15 in the 'Amendment before First Office Action' dated 
9/25/03 are acknowledged and accepted. 

Election/Restrictions 

4. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 3-4, drawn to specific details regarding the drive motor and the free acting 
coupling, including the drive part and the output part, classified in Class 310, 
subclasses 46, 75R. 

II. Claims 5-10, drawn to specific details regarding the housing that encloses the 
drive motor, classified in Class 310, subclasses 71, 88, 89. 

III. Claim 11, drawn to an accumulator for network- free energy supply of the drive 
motor, classified in Class 307, subclass 66. 
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IV. Claim 12, drawn to a device for wireless data transmission, classified in Class 
455, subclass 3.06. 

V. Claims 13-15, drawn to specific details regarding the lens and holding device, 
classified in Class 359, subclasses 676, 708, 819. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

5. Inventions I, II, III, IV, and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, all of the subcombinations 
have separate utility in a combination without the particulars of the other 
subcombinations. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

6. Claim 1 links inventions I, II, III, IV, and V. Claim 2 links inventions I and II. The 
restriction requirement among the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the 
linking claims, Claims 1 and 2. Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the 
restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) 
depending from or otherwise including all the limitations of the allowable linking 
claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the instant application. Applicant(s) are 
advised that if any such claim(s) depending from or including all the limitations of the 

• allowable linking claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation or divisional application, the 
claims of the continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant 
application.

9. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search 
required for each one of Groups I, II, III, IV, and V is not required for the other groups, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

10. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

11. A telephone call was made to David G. Boutell (269-381-1 156) on 9/29/05 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
